Copenhagen, July 25.—A treaty for 


the purchase of the Danish West In- 
dies by the United States has been 
negotiated between the governments 
of Denmark and the United States, 
and, in the near future, is to be sub- 
mitted to the senate and house of 
the United States and to the 
two 


houses of the Danish parliament for 
approval, according to 
information 


given your correspondent today in Co- 
penhagen by the highest official au- 
thority. 


If the treaty is ratified as it stands 


in "project" form today, the United 
States will pay for the islands $25,- 
000,000, and in addition will relin- 
quish to Denmark the rights of the 
United States in Greenland. 
Green- 


land is a Danish possession, and the 
rights which the United States will 
abandon are merely rights of dis- 
covery, the scope of which is ill-de- 
fined. 


The United States will obtain from 


Denmark full possession of the is- 
lands of St. Thomas, St. John and 
St. Croix, or Santa Cruz, as it is bet- 
ter known. 
These islands lie about 


50 miles off the cast coast of Porto 
Rico. 
They are 142 square miles in 


area and support a population of 27,- 
000 persons. 
Nearly all the inhabi- 


tants of the islands are negroes, who 
live by the cultivation of cane sugar. 


Denmark's Acceptance Received 
Washington, July 24.—As officially 


confirmed here today, the Danish min- 
istry has formally communicated to 
the United States its willingness to 
accept the terms offered by Secretary ' 
Lansing for the three Danish West j 
Indian islands, and the treaty of ces- 
sion is about to be signed at the 
•state department by Secretary Lans- 
ing and Constantin Brun, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary of Denmark. 
It is 
assumed 


that the status of the islands of St. 
Croix, St. Thomas 
and St. John, 


should the treaty be ratified, will 
be similar to that of Porto Rico. 


The new treaty is peculiar, in that 


it will require action not only by the, 
American senate 
and 
the 
Danish 


Rigsdag, but by the United States 
house of representatives as well, since 
it will be necessary for the house to 
supply the needed 
appropriation of 


$25,000,000 to defray the expense of 
purchase. 


It is understood that the people of 


the Danish West Indian islands are 
to have a voice in this question of 
cession and that the government has 
given notice that before it ratifies the 
treaty it would submit the question 
to the people of the islands. 
It is 


stated further that the people of the 
islands 
are 
much in favor of the 


transfer to the suzeranty of the Uni- 
ted States and that the treaty is so 
framed that they are not called on 
to surrender Danish allegiance; they 
may remain Danes in 
fact 
and in 


name while enjoying whatever ad- 
vantages, in a commercial way, may 
result from a transfer of the islands 
to the United States. 


It is stated that formal delivery of 


the territory and property ceded shall 
be made immediately after the pay- 
ment by the United States of the sum 
of money stipulated in the treaty and 
that the cession with ther ight of im- 
mediate possession is to be deemed 
proper on the exchange of ratifica- 
tions.

Copenhagen, July 25.—A treaty for 


the purchase of the Danish West In- 
dies by the United States has been 
negotiated between the governments 
of Denmark and the United States, 
and, in the near future, is to be sub- 
mitted to the senate and house of 
the United States and to the 
two 


houses of the Danish parliament for 
approval, according to 
information 


given your correspondent today in Co- 
penhagen by the highest official au- 
thority. 


If the treaty is ratified as it stands 


in "project" form today, the United 
States will pay for the islands $25,- 
000,000, and in addition will relin- 
quish to Denmark the rights of the 
United States in Greenland. 
Green- 


land is a Danish possession, and the 
rights which the United States will 
abandon are merely rights of dis- 
covery, the scope of which is ill-de- 
fined. 


The United States will obtain from 


Denmark full possession of the is- 
lands of St. Thomas, St. John and 
St. Croix, or Santa Cruz, as it is bet- 
ter known.

Denmark's Acceptance Received 
Washington, July 24.—As officially 


confirmed here today, the Danish min- 
istry has formally communicated to 
the United States its willingness to 
accept the terms offered by Secretary ' 
Lansing for the three Danish West j 
Indian islands, and the treaty of ces- 
sion is about to be signed at the 
•state department by Secretary Lans- 
ing and Constantin Brun, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary of Denmark. 
It is 
assumed 


that the status of the islands of St. 
Croix, St. Thomas 
and St. John, 


should the treaty be ratified, will 
be similar to that of Porto Rico. 


The new treaty is peculiar, in that 


it will require action not only by the, 
American senate 
and 
the 
Danish 


Rigsdag, but by the United States 
house of representatives as well, since 
it will be necessary for the house to 
supply the needed 
appropriation of 


$25,000,000 to defray the expense of 
purchase. 


It is understood that the people of 


the Danish West Indian islands are 
to have a voice in this question of 
cession and that the government has 
given notice that before it ratifies the 
treaty it would submit the question 
to the people of the islands. 
It is 


stated further that the people of the 
islands 
are 
much in favor of the 


transfer to the suzeranty of the Uni- 
ted States and that the treaty is so 
framed that they are not called on 
to surrender Danish allegiance; they 
may remain Danes in 
fact 
and in 


name while enjoying whatever ad- 
vantages, in a commercial way, may 
result from a transfer of the islands 
to the United States. 


It is stated that formal delivery of 


the territory and property ceded shall 
be made immediately after the pay- 
ment by the United States of the sum 
of money stipulated in the treaty and 
that the cession with ther ight of im- 
mediate possession is to be deemed 
proper on the exchange of ratifica- 
tions.

Corrupt Practices Bill Shoved Thn 


House Gauntlet. 


Washington, July 25.— (By United 


Press)— A coirnpt practices bill m- 
trodv ed by Senator Owen of Oklt- 
homa placing 
restrictions on 


money spending l»y candidates for of- 
fice has run the licuse gauntlrt suc- 
cessfully, and with the administra- 
tion's solid support, is waiting . <¥ay 
to be pushed in the senate so as to be 
effective for this year's presidential 
and congressional election. 
. "You can't buy a cigar fqr an old- 
time constituent nndei that bill," as- 
serted an indignant house member as 
the measure was about to, pass there. 
Its friends declare it makes slosh- 
funds, jack-pots, 
and expenditures 


out of the reach of the ordinary man, 
impossible. 


Under penalty of a fine up to $10,- 


000 imprisonment of not less than a 
year, and — in the case of a candidate 
for office illegally electd under its pro- 
visions — disqualification for his office, 
the bill: 


Forbids candidates to promise offi- 


ces in return for support; expend. tu re 
other than costs of meetings, litera- 
ture, and other specified items; cor- 
porations or their officers to contrib-. 
ute to a campaign fund; importing' 
money into a congressional district to 
affect the 
congressional 
election; 


newspapers t<j run '"puffs" without la- 
belling them "paid ads"; withdrawal 
of ads or patronage from a newspaper 
because of a political stand. 


A president j(may not have 
more 


than $50,000 snfent to obtain his nomi- 
nation; a vice-president is limited to 
?25,000. A senator may spend $5,000 
for nominaffon or 
election; a con- 


gressman, $7,500. 


In addition, the national committees 


may spew'/ $400,000 for their Presi-

amount*' National officers are crimin- 
ally liable if more is spent.
